professor of medicine at Emory Uni-j 
versity, and medical director of thes 


Southern States Life Insurance com-, 
pany, of Atlanta, died Friday after- 
noon at 4:30 o’clock at his home on 
Peachtree road, near Oglethorpe Uni- 
versity. Dr. Kendrick was years 
of age. 

Dr. Kendrick was hern in Summer- 
ville. Chattooga county, Ga, and 
gained his early education in the 
schools of that county. He was one 
of a family of twelve. His father was 
of English lineage, his mother of 
Scotch-Irish, who removed to Georgia 
from South Carolina, where their an- 
cestors were prominent in the early 
history of that state. 

Begins as School Teacher. 

Like many other men who have at- 
tained prominence, Dr. Kendrick be- 
gan his career as a country school 
teacher, teaching in the public schools 
near his home. His efficient work soon 
attracted the attention of the county 
school officials and he was elevated 
to the head of a prominent educational! 
institution in his own county, remain- 
ing in this capacity for five yeara. 

However, a desire to enter the pro- 
fession of medicine long entertained,. 
carried him to Rome, Ga., where he be- 
gan study under the late Dr. Robert 
Battey, and later came to the Atlanta 
Medical college for graduation, receiv- 
ing his diploma in 1874. 

Following his graduation ‘he took a 
special course in Jefferson Medical col- 
lege in Philadelphia. Returning to 
Georgia he was associated for a time 
with Dr. Willis Westmoreland. 

Desiring to specialize in the treat- 
ment of eye, nose and throat ailments, 
he went to Europe and studied for a 
year in Paris and London universities. 
He then returned to his old home at 
Summerville and began the practice 
of medicine. 

‘At the age of 28 years Dr. Kendrick 
married Miss Lula Groves, a Chattoo- 
ga coun gsirl whom he had known 
from chiidhood. ’ ; 

When Dr. J. C. Logan’s health failed 
Dr. Kendrick was called to Atlanta to 
take charge of his practice while he 
went away to recuperate. Later, upon 
his death, Dre Kendrick assumed the 
greater part of his practice. 

Becomes Dean of College. 

. He was so successful in- the profes- 
Sion that he was made proctor of the 
college and taught 
Physical diagnosis in the same insti- 
tution. In 1891 he was made professor 
of physical diagnosis and clinic of 
medicine. Upon the death of Dr. H. V. 
M. Miller, in 1895, Dr. Kendrick became 
dean of the college. 

He was instrumental in consolidating 
the Atlagta Medical college and the 
Southern Medical college, under the 
name of the Atlanta College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeqns, and, in 1905, led 
in the establishment of the Atlanta 
School of Medicine. In 1913 he aided 
in bringing together the Atlanta Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons and 
the School of Medicine, making again 
the Atlanta Medical college, since he 
and Others wished to retain the old 
name. 

In 1915 Dr. Kendrick was made senior 
professor of medicine at Bmory uni- 
versity, which chair he held at the 
time of his death. 


As a physician Dr. Kendrick was 
ranked with the country’s leaders. He 
had the reputation of being one of the 
nation’s best di osticians, having 
gone from time to time to distant states 
to pase upon troubles of patients that 
had puzzled their most skillful practi- 
tioners.

ENTER JERICHO: 
OPPOSITION SLIGHT 


London, February 22.—The British 
have captured Jericho, in Palestine, the 
war office reports. 

The city was entered by Australian 
troops yesterday. Little opposition was 
encountered. Later the Australians 
established themselves on the line of 
the Jordan and the Wadi Auja. 

The official statement reports the 
continuation of bad weather. North and 
northwest of Jerusalem the British ad- 
vanced positions were extended slightly 


and rendered secure. During the fight- 
ing of Wednesday the casualties of the 
British troops were again slight. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“Yesterday morning after an un- 
eventful night our forces operating 
east of Jerusalem resumed their ad- 
vance toward Jericho. Little opposition 
was encountered, and at 8:20 a. m. Aus- 
trallan mounted troops entered the vil- 
lage, subsequently establishing them- 
selves on the line of the Jordan and 
the Wadi Auja. 

“The weather continues bad, with 
mist and heavy rain. 

“Our casualties in the fighting Wed- 
nesday again were slight. Forty-six 
Turkish prisoners were taken between 
Tuesday and Thursday. 

“North and northwest of Jerusalem 
our advanced positions were slightly 
extended and secured.” 


Since the capture of Jerusalem the 
British have been pushing ahead stead- 
ily, striking out to the north and east. 
Official statements from London in the 
last few days have reported rapid 
progress, and apparently the Turks 
have offered no determined resistance. 

Aside from it historical importance, 
in connection with the British plen to 
free the Holy Land from the domina- 
tion of the Turks, the capture of Jert- 
cho is of little significancs, It consists 
merely of a group of squalid hovels 
and a few shops, with about 300 in- 
habitants. Its chief strategic 
lies in the fact that it gives the British 
domination of the valley of Jordan and 
also control of a net work of hi hways 
raidiating from the town. A further ad- 
vance eastward of 25 miles, however 
would take the British to e railway 
from Damascus to Mecca, which would 
cut off the Turks’ line of communi- 
cation with Arabia and greatly agsist 
tthe revolting Arab tribes which are 
co-operating with the British. Jericho 
is near the northern extremity of the 
Dead sea, 14 miles northeast of Jerusa- 


lem. 

The ancient Jericho, which wag sit- 
uated to the west of the modern Jeri- 
cho, was a town of considerable size. 
It was the first Cannanite city to be 
reduced by the Israelites who, the Bib. 
lical story relates, encompased its de- 
struction by the blowing of trumpets,

Railway Director Says So

STATEMENT OF HOOVER 
NOT BORNE OUT BY FACTS 


Alleged That Hoover Dealt 
in*Generalities, and There 
Is No Evidence to Justify 


McAdoo Writes to Hoover. 


Washington, February 22.—Director 
General McAdoo today gave assurance 
“that so far as transportation is con- 
cerned, there is no danger of suffering 
from a serious food shortage in the 
eastern part of the country.” 

This was prompted by the warning 
given last night by Food Administra- 
tor Hoover that unless grain and meat 
movement is greatly increased in the 
next gixty days, the country is threat- 


and the program of food shipments to 
the allies will fail. 

In a letter to Mr. Hoover, the director 
general declared that if the food ad- 
ministration will give definite informa- 
tion on the location of stocks of sup- 
plies intended for the allies, the rail- 
roads will move them promptly to sea- 
board. Simultaneously the railroad ad- 
ministration gave out figures showing 
that the movement of grain to primary 
markets in the west within the last ten 
days was far greater than in previous 
years. 

Although declaring their desire to 
avoid controversy with the food ad- 
ministration, officials of the railroad 
directorate tonight did not conceal 
their belief that Mr. Hoover's statement 
was not borne out by facts shown in 
their report. Members of Mr. Mc- 
Adoo’s staff assumed the attitude that 
Mr. Hoover had dealt in generalities, 
not supported by figures or other evi- 
dences showing such a pessimistic out- 
look on future food conditions. 

McAdoo te Hoover. 
Writing to Mr. Hoover, Mr. McAdoo 


said: 

“You are, as I understand it, the sole 
purchaser in this country of food sup- 
plies for the allied governments. You 
must, therefore, know the location of 
the food supplies which you from time 
to time sarebane and the ports in this 
country to which you desire such sup- 

lies shipped. 
r ws: von wilt notify me from time to 
time of the location of the specific 
supplies and the port or ports in the 
United States to which you wish to 
have such supplies transported, I will 
guarantee the necessary transporta- 
tion, subject alone _ to_ interruptions 
from blizzards and floods. 

“Tt wish to reassure the country by 
saying that, so far as transportation is 
concerned, there is no danger of suf- 
fering from a serious food shortage in 
the eastern part of the country. 

The food administration upon receipt 
of the letter issued this statement: 

“While Mr. Hoover is out of town, 
food administration officials consider 
Mr. McAdoo’s statement very reassur- 
ing, since it indicates that further cars 
will be furnished in western terminals 
‘and that the shortage from these west- 
ern terminals to eastern territory now 
will be overcome. As_the railway di- 
rectorate are evidently alive to the 
situation they will no doubt take all 
‘necessary steps. 

Reads Taking All Grain Offered. 


A railroad administration statement, 
without referring to Mr. Hoover's 
declaration that the domestic and al- 
lied food situation can be solved only 
by- loading 8,000,000 bushels of grain 
a day for the next sixty days, explain- 
ed that already 6,000,000 bushels of 
grain are being loaded daily and even 
better loading isin prospect. Unofficial- 
ly it was declared that practically all 


the grain being offered by farmers 
and local elevators was being hauled 
by the railroads under general priority 
orders for foodstuffs, particularly for 
grain in the west. It was suggested 
that farmers might not be bringing 
their grain to market as fast as they 
should. Ralilroad officials also called 
attention to the fact that potato 
growers last fall held much of their 
crop for higher prices, and that condi- 
tion is partly responsible for the ex- 
traordinary offering at this time of 
potatoes which the railroads are hay- 
ing some difficulty moving.

Hoover Says That Ameri- 
cans Must Give It Up for 
the Allies or War Will Be 
Lost in Short While. 


Philadelphia, February 22.—As a war 
necessity the people must largely re- 
frain from eating wheat flour for the 
next sixty days, possibly for a longer 
period. This statement was made to- 
day on the authority of Herbert C. 
Hoover, federal food administrator, by 
Howard Heinz, administrator for Penn- 
sylvania, speaking before an audience 
of newspaper managers. A telegram 
was read from Mr. Hoover which made 
it plain that this country must immedi- 
ately send food to the allies or lose 
the war. If it is not sent, it meant 
but one 
Mr. Hoover. 


“The food situation of the allies grows 
more critical every week. Their own 
short crops coupled with ever-increas- 
ing shortage of shipping, which limits 
the importations more and more to 
food from the nearest markets, make 
the responsibility of America in the 
provision of food for the allies even 
greater. All our efforts must be re- 
doubled to meet the absolute necessi- 
ties of our associates in the war dur- 
ing the months to pass before the next 
harvest. Unless we do meet them the 
war cannot-go on. 

“I appeal therefore with renewed 
earnestness to the people of Pennsyl- 
vania and to our people all over the 
land to give their support to the at- 
tempts of the food administration to 
solve this food problem. Every meas- 
ure adopted has for its first aim the 
‘winning of the war. The latest meas- 
ure restricting the purchases and use 
of wheat flour by food manufacturers, 
bakers, wholesalers and retailers has 
been adopted only after much thought 
and because itis the only way by 
which the necessary wheat saving can 
be effected. It is only by the help of 


‘all the people and their whole-hearted 
‘acceptance and support of the meas- 
ures adopted by the food administra- 
tion that the situation can be met. 
Without this help the food cannot be 
sent. If it is not sent it means but 
one thing—catastrophe.” 


WISCONSIN ON TRIAL 
BEFORE THE NATION 


April 2 Voters Will Elect U. S. 
Senator to Fill Hust- 
ing Vacancy. 


Madison, Wis., February 23.—Gover- 
nor Philipp, of Wisconsin, tonight call- 
ed a special election for April to 
choose a United States senator to fill the 
vacancy caused by the accidental 
death last October of Paul O. Husting. 

A statement issued by Governor 
Philipp tonight declared that he called 
the election against his will and that 
responsibility for the election rests on 
the “political propagandists” who car- 
ried on a campaign. for it. 

“T am firmly of the opinion that the 
best interests of the people of Wiscon- 
sin demand that we shall not now call 
a special election to fill the vacancy,” 
the statement said. “I did not wish 
a mistake to be made by the selection 
of a successor who would embarrass 
the national administration at this 
time, or place the people of the state 
in any false light before the country 
and the soldiers and sailors from this 
state. 

“For these and reasons set forth in 
my recent message to the legislature, 
I have advocated that the vacancy be 


filled temporarily by appointment by 
the governor. 


“Under the statute governing spe- 
cial elections not leas than 35 nor more 
than 40 days can elapse from the time 
of the call until the election is held. 
I believe this too short to make a 
campaign such as should be made by 
a candidate for United States senator. 

“A vicious campaign has, however, 
been carried on in this state against 
giving me power to make such an ap- 
pointment and the legislature prompt- 


ly rejected the bill I presented which 
would give me power, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that similar power had 
been given governors in thirty-four 
states, 

Governor Philipp had announced that 
if given the power he would appoint 
Congressman Lenroot. se 

“I hope the people who forced this 
election have the same hi standard 
of man in mind,” he said.

New York, February 22.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Facing absolute subjec- 
tion at the hands of the advancing Ger- 
mans, the Russian premier and com- 
mander-in-chief have taken what 
steps they could to initiate at least a 
nominal defense against the invaders 


| of their country. Orders directing that 


guerrilla warfare be carried on and 
placing Petrograd in a state of siege. 
have been issued by Lenine and Krvy- 
lenko, and it is expected that the Ger- 
mans will meet with some resistance 
before long. 

That the Teutons can be temporari- 
ly checked, however, is doubted, even 
in Petrograd. The Russian army's 
debacle apparently is so complete that 
there is no shadow of authority over 
its units. Berlin reports that the first 
Esthonian regiment has deserted in a 
body and offered its services to the 
German commander who is operating 
in the northernmost Baltic province 
The Russian navy, too, is completely 
disorganized, and, while it is desired 
to withdraw the warships from Reva! 
and Helsingfors to Kronstadt, it is be- 
lieved that this operation is impossible, 
in view of the disuse into which the 
Baltic fleet has fallen. Only the sub- 
marine boats are in a seaworthy con- 
dition, it is reported. 


GERMANS PUSH 
TO EASTWARD. 


There is, as yet, no definite advices 
as to the rumored fall of the Lenine- 
Trotzky government. The proclama- 
tion directing that resistance be offered 
to the German advance, however, dic 
mot bear the name of Trotzky who, 
hitherto, has been a virtual dictator, 
which may be significant. 

The Germans have pushed still far- 
ther eastward in the past 24 hours. In 
the far north, the Village of Hapsal. 
on the south coast of the Gulf of Fin- 
land, has been captured. Further south 
the city of Reishitza, about 100 miles 
east of Riga, has been entered by the 
Teutons, who report that they were 
welcomed by the people. Still farther 
south, the village of Leuzin, east of 
Minsk, has been taken. 

It is noticeable that the German of- 
ficial reports are silent as to any prog- 
ress in the region of Lutsk, but Aus- 
trian troops, under General von Lin- 
singen, who “are aiding Ukraine in her 
struggle for freedom,” according to the 
Berlin report,’ have moved eastward 
and have joined forces with Ukrain- 
ian forces which are converging on the 
fortress of Dubno. 2 


RUSS PEACE COURIER 
ARRIVES IN BERLIN. 


Amsterdam, February 22.—A RFus- 
Sian courier with the peace proposals 
of the Russian government has arrived 
in Berlin, according to advices received 
here. The Norddeutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung, the German semi-official or- 
gan, says the reopening of the negotia- 
tions with the Russians cannot be ex- 
pected for some time. 

Dr. von Kuehlmann the German for- 
eign searetry, says the newspaper, 
will employ the interval in conducting 
negotiations with Rumania, for which 
purpose he left for Bucharest Thurs- 
day. The Rumanian delegate already 
has arrived there.

London, February 22.—“Defense to 
the death against Germany” is ordered 
in the proclamation of the Russian 
commissioners, Reuter’s Petrograd cor- 
respondent telegraphs. The commis- 
sioners appeal to the soldiers to de- 
stroy railways and provisions and 
compel the bourgeoise to dig trenches 
under penalty of death. 

The commissioners’ appeal to the 
country also intimates that the Ger- 
mans plan the capture of Petrograd. 

“The German generals,” it says, 
“desire to establish their own order in 
Petrograd and Kiev. The republic is 
in the gravest danger. The duty of 
Russian workmen and peasants is de- 
fense to the death, of the republic, 
against the masses of bourgeoise and 
imperialists of Germany.” 

An Exchange Telekraph dispatch 
from Petrograd says the evacuation of 
Finland has been ordered by the com- 
missioners. 

In the appeal for organization of a 
defense of the revolution against Ger- 
many the council of commissioners 
says:

| ing enemy,” it is declared. 
, The statement says that detach- 
(ments 1,000 to 1,500 strong, lightly

attack determinedly, will be able to 
stop the German advance. What is 
characterized as “real revolutionary 
mobilization” is ordered. 

Ensign Krylenko, the Bolshevik 
commander-in-chife, who issued the 
statement, says that if the people suc- 
/ceed in throwing against the enemy 
!concentrated masses of revolutionary 
Sees who, not only in accordance 
‘with military strategy, but also secret- 
‘ly, from every corner, evérywhere in 
small detachments and large battal- 
ions—will atruggle for every town, 
village, street and house, then there are 
no forces which the Germans can suc- 
cessfully oppose against them, 

‘The statement says that all able- 
bodied men must be ordered to work 
on fortifications and in the construc- 
tion of obstacles along all the routes 
of the German advance, Any bour- 

eoisie who resists must be tried and 
orcibly compelled to work. Regis- 
tration of facilities for the revolution- 
ary army have been opened at all. lo- 
cal councils and with the staffs of the 
Red army. 

It is added that arme willbe deliv- 
ered by localities. Revolutionary dis- 
cipline must be brought to the highest 
degree of efficiency by the handing 
over to the roviutionary tribunals al] 
who do not obey the order. 

“All to arms! All to the defense of 
the revolution!” says the statement.

Big Grain Movement. 


This statement was based on fig- 
ures gathered by the traffic division 
of the railroad administration, headed 
by Edward Chanibers, former traffic 
manager for the food administration. 
Other reports showed that in the nine 
days between February 11 and February 
20, grain received at the principal ele- 
vators and milling centers of the west 
included 17,361,000 bushels of corn, 
much of which was the soft corn which 
is 80 prevalent this year, 9,329,000 
bushels of oats and 2,446,000 bushels 
of wheat. 

In the eight days between February 
11 and February 19, 38,750 cars were 
luaded with grain, of which 26,549 were 
in the western district, or west of the 
Mississippi, 9,319 were in the eastern 
district, and 2,882 in the south. 

Forty-two special food trains, con- 
taining 1,368 cars, were sent eastward 
from Chicago and East St. Louis to 
New York, Philadelphia and Boston 
for trans-shipment to the allies, be- 
tween February 12 and 19.

Excesses In Finland. 

When the Bolsheviki won power in Pe- 
trograd the soldiers began a dastardly cam- 
paign of violence and murder against their, 
own officers. Russian soldiers in Finland 
imitated them. It is in Finland that these 
beasts have committed the most terrible ex- 
cesses, and it was for this reason that the 
Finns rebelled against Bolshevik rule and 
were moved to take up arms to defend Fin- 
land as an independent republic, entirely 
divorced from new Russia. The city of 
Viborg in Finland is only a few miles from 
Petrograd, and at Viborg was the head- 
quarters of a Russian army. Naturally when 
the revolution started in Petrograd it spread 
with all of its monstrosities rapidly into 
Finland. 

One of the acts that enraged the Finns 
came to my knowledge with precise details. 
Russian soldiers dragged a captain from his 
quarters. He forbore to call out to his son, 
not wishing to terrify the lad, so he stretched 
out his hand merely. The little boy caught 
at his father's hand and a Russian soldier, 
Slashing down with his saber, severed the 
captain's hand at the wrist and left the 
bleeding remnant in the grasp of the child. 

An officer's wife told me this story: 

“My husband's murderers were quiet, well 
behaved soldiers. When they came to our 
house and demanded to see him they did so 
without threats or boisterousness. Never- 
theless I was very frightened. I argued with 
them, pleaded with them, not to harm my 
husband. 1 entreated them for a whole 
hour. They were very polite and patient. I 
looked up into their eyes and could detect 
no glint of cruelty or brutality. They told 
me reassuringly that my husband was to be 
arrested only. I trusted them. Half an hour 
later word came to me that these very men 
had killed him.” 

Now these are facts in the every-day life 
of Russia. Many despair, especially after 
such news as has just come to us—news that 
Lenine and Trotzky have made peace for- 
mally with the Germans, and have formally 
demobilized the armies. But I do not de- 
spair. I shall not give up hope of Russia. 
Weuld you in America give up hope if cir- 
cumstances permitted armed bandits to seize 
Washington and overawe civilians? A smal! 
group of Bolsheviki extremists and paid Ger- 
man agents have succeeded in poisoning the 
Russian army of millions. They have pois- 
oned the minds of workingmen likewise.

They have put.into practice their theories of 
anarchy. The result is chaos. 
Only a Nightmare.. 

But Russia is great. This is only a night- 
mare, in my belief. It will pass. Consider 
the causes and one will see that the night- 
mare is to be a temporary thing. There 
was nothing in the life of the Russian soldier 
that was worth drawing breath for. He was 
starved, beaten and betrayed. He was sent 
against disciplined troops without ammuni- 
tion for his rifle, and often without the rifle 
itself. He was cannon fodder. Whole armies 
of him were sold to the Germans for cash. 
Who can wonder if he became sick of the 
whole wretched business? Who can won- 
der that he lost the feel of patriotism? Who 
can wonder if he fell to the domination of 
cowards and traitors able to speak to him 
.with fine words and glowing promises? Who 
can wonder that after years of misery he 
thought to make his own Jaw, rifle in hand? 

But some day peace will dawn upon Rus- 
sia, and millions of men whose hearts are 
still sound, however much their heads may 
have buzzed, will return to their homes. They 
will go back to their wives and children, 
and they will have to find orderly, peaceful 
conditions so as to make a living. They 
will see that factories must run, that shops 
must operate, that farms must be tilled. 
They will understand souner or later that 
justice must rule for the common good of 
all. When they come to see that how Iong, 
think you, will they tolerate the rule of 
Bolshevik agitators? How long will they 
be content with anarchy, which brings pov- 
erty and distress worse than they suffered 
under czardom? 

For three centuries Russia groaned un- 
der the rule of the Romanoffs. The whole 
of Russia was a dark prison. The minds 
of the people were in chains. The revolu- 
tion opened the prison and burst the chains 
too suddenly; poisonous gases were gener- 
ated. But the real Russia is not the Russia 
of Lenine and Trotzky. The real Russia is 
full of ideas quite foreign to the ideas of 
these men who derive their inspiration from 
Berlin. Their success is no more perma- 
nent than is the triumph of the German 
armies. The real Russia is the Russia of 
Tolstoy, Dostoievsky, reskowska, Chernof 
They are the real represen- 
iatives of Russian thought. 


When this war is over—pity truth could 
not have conquered before—the real Rus- 
sian people will have their way.

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HEARTBURN. 

More than thirty years ago, Relchmann 
found that although both physicians and 
laymen attributed heartburn to excessive 
acidity of the stomach, an increase of acid- 
ity could only rarely be demonstrated by 
analysis. ‘ 

If a large amount of hydrochloric acid 
is placed in the stomach by tube there is 


no distress felt. 

In cases of gastric ulcer, in which there is 
generally an increase of hydrochloric acid 
in the esophagus or gullet, well above the 
stomach, is alkaline; but that in persons 
suffering with heartburn the reaction is dis- 
tinctly acid. From this fact he concluded 
that heartburn is due, not to excessive acid- 
ity of the stomach, but to the regurgitation 
or backing up of the normally acid gastric 
juice into the esophagus. The symptom, 
therefore, probably signifies reverse peris- 
talsis. Reverse pcristalsis or backward wave 
movement of the alimentary tract is a very 
common factor of many of the symptoms of 
dyspepsia or indigestion, so-called. 

Belching of gas is usually associated with 
heartburn. Belching is also a common symp- 
tom of reverse. peristalsis. 

Sometimes alkalis relieve heartburn; 
sometimes a full dose of dilute hydrochloric 
acid relieves it. Alkalis often give relief 
even when chemical analysis shows that the 
secretion of hydrochloric acid in the stomach 
is below the normal. 

Heartburn is a symptom, not of stomach 
trouble alone, but just as frequently indica- 
tive of chronic appendicitis, ulcer in the 
duodenum, chronic inflammation of the gall- 
sac or gadistones. It is equally suggestive 
of pelvic lesions in women. Or, to put it 
plainly, it isn’t particularly suggestive of 
anythi at all but reverse peristaltic waves 
arising from some source of Irritation.within 
or from some nervous excitement from with- 
sut the body. 

Fats op greasy foods have the reputa- 
tion of producing heartburn. Not because 
fats are “indigestible,” but because they fa- 
vor regurgitation into the esophagus in per- 
sons with any trouble which produces re- 
verse peristalsis. 

We apologize for this very unsatisfactory 
article. It doesn’t tell how to cure heart- 
burn. But one of our duties, as we see it, 
is to unsatisfy complacent subjects of 
“stomach trouble” and, if pogsibie, stimu- 
late in their souls a wholesome desire to 
find out what the trouble is.

One would have supposed that a vigilant 
and thorough-going postmaster general 
would have realized that sudden strain upon 
his organization and would have re-enforced

efficiency.

PARADES IN AUGUSTA 


Inspiring Scene on Broad Street 
to Tune, “Onward Chris- 
tian Soldiers.” 


Augusta, Ga. February 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Thirty-one thousand soldiers of 
the Twenty-eighth division of the 
army of-the United States, the Pennsyl- 
vania men, observed Washington's 
birthday today on a parade into the 
city. The distance is about six miles.

Ladies” Sector--Americans 
Eager to Fight. 


With the American Army in France, 
February 22.—In a patrol fight Ameri- 
cans from units under instruction in 
the famous Chemin des Dames sector, 
killed one German and captured an- 
other. One American was. slightly 
wounded. 

This is the first time it has been 
permitted to reveal the fact that new 
American units have entered the line. 
The troops have been there for some 
time, suffering slight casualties, but 
their presence was kept secret until it 
was ceMain the enemy knew they were 
there. * 

Details of the patrol fight are as yet 
unavailable, beyond the unofficial re- 
port that the prisoner taken was cap- 
tured single~handed by a young Ameri- 
can from one of the New England 
states who, during the engagement, 
dropped into a shell hole on top of a 
German hiding there end later brought 
him in. 

The American forces entered the line 
on one of the darkest of nights through 
a ehell-pitted region dotted with shell- 
wrecked towne. The French general 
commanding the sector, a hero of the 
Marne, greeted them as comrades in 
arms and kissed the American flag.
